A FORMER homeless 
alcoholic who met his 
volunteering wife at the 
Hope Centre says she 
‘changed my life'. 

Reg Royle, 61, of Byfield 
Road, St James, who has 
not had a drop of alcohol 
for a year and a half, mar¬ 
ried Margaret at 
Queensgrove Methodist 
Church, Kettering Road, 
on Sunday three years 
after meeting her. 

The couple held their 
teetotal reception at the 
Bridge Programme, in 
Gold Street, after the 
charity helped him kick 
his addiction. 

Reg, now a volunteer at 
the Programme, said: “I 
know what is different in 
my recovery now com¬ 
pared to the other times I 
have tried to give up 
drinking and that is 
Margaret. She has stuck 
by me through thick and 
thin. This woman is a 
miracle worker for me.” 

Reg became homeless 


five years ago after turn¬ 
ing to alcohol. He slept in 
his van and then rough 
on the streets but was 
given accommodation by 
NAASH and now lives 
with his wife. 

He said: “Drinking was 
my outlet and I am 
ashamed of it. I know it 
wasn’t the answer. I am 
sorry for letting people 


down in the past.”

HUMANITARIAN Terry Waite

Volunteers at the cafe will 
serve tea, coffee and food on 
weekends at Nene Whitewater 
Centre, Bedford Road.

Feed In Tariffs, RHI Payments, PV systems... How confused are you? 


With so much gossip, hearsay and regulation 
change in the PV world, it is not surprising that 
most people have either not heard of feed in 
tariffs, or have been so bamboozled by fast-talking 
salesmen that you would need a masters degree 
just to decipher any part of what they tell you.

Stormy weather ahead for Sky Blue fans

A COBBLERS and Coventry 
City groundshare was 
approved by the Football 
League on Monday night. 

The share will last for an 
initial three seasons. 

Coventry fans protested 
outside Sixfields stadium 
on Thursday night after the 
possibility of a deal was 
announced by the clubs. 

At the protest Coventry 
fan Ian Devoy, 51, said: “My 
great grandfather Willie 
Stanley founded Coventry 
City in August 1883 - then 
known as Singers FC 
because it was made up of 
a load of lads from the 
Singer bicycle factory.” 


Northampton Borough 
Council reassured fans this 
week that they would try to 
avoid game clashes with 
the Saints but that up to 
eight games are scheduled 
for the same day. Current 
plans include the delaying 
of match start times. 

Representatives from the 
police, council and St 
James Residents’ associa¬ 
tion are due to meet tonight 
to discuss potential prob¬ 
lems including parking. 

After the decision the 
Football League released 
an official statement: “The 
Board of Directors of The 
Football League has reluc¬ 


tantly approved an applica¬ 
tion by Otium 
Entertainment Group - the 
Administrator’s preferred 
bidder for Coventry City FC 
Limited - for Coventry City 
to play its home matches at 
Northampton Town’s 
Sixfields Stadium.” 

Cobblers chairman David 
Cardoza said: “When the 
home fixtures clash, 
Northampton Town’s games 
will take priority and 
Coventry’s games will be 
played second. That means 
if both teams are at home 
on the same weekend, 
Coventry will play on the 
Sunday and if there is a 


midweek clash, Coventry 
will play on the Wednesday. 
No Northampton Town 
games will be moved as 
part of this arrangement, 
subject to any television 
requirements. 

“We totally understand 
that the majority of 
Coventry fans feel their 
club should be playing in 
their city and we are sorry 
they are not but the issues 
about whether or not they 
could use the Ricoh or any 
other venue in Coventry are 
not ours to discuss.”

Saints rugby club in 
£5 million loan talks

SAINTS rugby club could 
be loaned up to £5 million 
by Northampton Borough 
Council to fund a new 
North Stand increasing 
their size to Heineken Cup 
standard. 

This could see Franklin’s 
Gardens capacity grow 
from 13,591 to 15,500 
meaning it would be possi¬ 
ble for the stadium to host 
the quarter finals. 

Councillor David 

Mackintosh, leader of the 
borough council, has 
promised taxpayers’ 
money will not be used to 
fund the loan. 

He said: “The money will 
come out of a different fund 
and will not affect taxpay¬ 
ers’ money.” 

It was also confirmed that 
the club has submitted a 
planning application fol¬ 
lowing Monday night’s 
meeting with the board of 
directors. 

Cllr Mackintosh said: “We 


are trying to see how this 
development can go ahead. 

“We want the Heineken 
Cup quarter finals to be 
played in Northampton.” 

The council has also said 
the club would be loaned 
the money at a fixed rate. 

Acting club chairman 
Tony Hewitt said: 
“Obviously all of the direc¬ 
tors are aware that the 
development of Franklin’s 
Gardens has taken a lot 
longer than we originally 
anticipated and that sup¬ 


porters may have been 
frustrated by an apparent 
lack of progress. 

“However, we have 
worked hard to put our¬ 
selves into a position where 
a full planning application 
can be submitted without 
any further delay, includ¬ 
ing having all of the plans 
drawn up, conducting a full 
public consultation and 
pre-planning submissions, 
and completing important 
deals to purchase the land 
at the north end of the sta¬ 


dium which would enable 
the stand to be built. 

It is also important to 
remember why we have 
taken our time, making 
sure that the club’s long¬ 
term sustainability 
remains unharmed. 

“This time next year we 
will have paid off all debts 
from our previous develop¬ 
ments, and by building the 
new North Stand in 2015 we 
will be ideally placed to 
reap the rewards of the 
next Rugby World Cup 2015, 
which of course has match¬ 
es being played in Milton 
Keynes. 

“Maintaining a long-term 
viability and ensuring that 
the club continues to be a 
focus of a top-class sport in 
Northampton has been a 
long-standing commit¬ 
ment of the Saints manage¬ 
ment. 

“Not only is the Saints on 
a solid financial footing, 
but the expanded 
Franklin’s Gardens would 
enable the club and the 
town as a whole to benefit 
from the World Cup.”

Work at Black Lion Hill 

SIR -Many people will have seen 
firsthand the work going on in 
Black Lion Hill to develop the 
highways around what will be the 
new Northampton Railway 
Station. 

This work and future highways 
schemes in the area will help 
improve access to the Waterside 
Enterprise Zone and support 
other road upgrades to the Old 
Towcester Road and St Peter’s Way 
roundabout. 

When complete, the station and 
the new highways infrastructure 
will provide an impressive gate¬ 
way into the heart of our county 
town, greatly enhancing the 
appearance of the streetscape for 


visitors and locals approaching 
from both directions. 

It is an important part of the 
“Northampton Alive” programme 
to inject new life into our county 
town. 

This will not only be pleasant for 
people who frequent this area, 
but it will also make a major con¬ 
tribution to help boost the local 
economy - in effect, helping 
Northampton and the wider 
county sell itself to people who 
want to invest here. 

Projects of this scale will inevi¬ 
tably cause some disruption while 
they are taking place as major 
transport hubs, by nature, are 
extremely busy places. However 
we are doing all we can to mini¬ 
mise this interruption and would 
ask for people’s understanding 
while the scheme takes shape. 

From Sunday [July 7] traffic in 
Black Lion Hill has been restrict¬ 
ed to one lane in each direction 
and a contra-flow was due to be 
introduced from today 

Station users are advised to plan 
ahead to avoid disruption to 
their journey. 

In particular, if travel¬ 
ling from the west, sta¬ 
tion users should 
access St Andrew’s 
Road via Spencer 
Bridge Road. 

Already on the 
horizon is the 
next stage of 
the works 
where from 
Monday July 
22 work will 
start to remove 


junction signals to create the new 
road layout which will mean a 
complete closure of the bus gate 
and bus stops outside the old 
train station entrance. Nearby 
temporary stops will be provided. 

As I’ve already stated, this work 
is going to cause inconvenience 
and as such some of the more dis¬ 
ruptive elements have been pro¬ 
grammed to mainly take place 
during the school holidays when 
there is less traffic. 

However the first phase of works 
are programmed to last until 
November, upon when works will 
stop for the Christmas period 
before re-commencing in the new 
year.

It covers everything 
from desk-based 
studies, geophysical 
and landscape sur¬ 
vey, the recording of 
historic buildings, 


and all aspects of 
below-ground inves¬ 
tigation, from trial 
trenches to open 
areas, with full 
reporting of the 
results. 

About a third of the 
work is based in 
Northamptonshire, 
the remainder being 
in adjacent counties 
or elsewhere in the 
UK. Only about one 
to two per cent of its 
work is actually for 
the county council.

HAY Fever is one of the big¬ 
gest common allergies that 
will affect one-in-four peo¬ 
ple at some point in their 
lives and with this month 
seeing the highest pollen 
count in over 50 years, the 
sneezing continues. 

So what exactly is hay

What is suffering from hay fever actually 
like? 

Suffering from hay fever is more of an 
annoyance than anything all the symptoms 
can get frustrating and make it harder for me 
to do things like walk my dog. 

What sort of symptoms do you get? 

My eyes skin and throat get incredibly itchy. 
I sneeze a lot and my sinuses close up which 
feels like a blocked nose. It can be really 
inconvenient and annoying 
Does it stop you from sleeping/working? 

It stops me from sleeping sometimes 
because I can’t breathe through my nose or 
my eyes are itchy and irritating me. It can get 
in the way of work since I’m manly based at 
a park so It can inflame the hay fever making 
it difficult to work 
How do you deal with it? 

I tried using over the counter medicine like 
Piriton buy nothing worked so now I have to 
have prescription pills and eye drops from my 
doctors which I have to take daily

Mukesh Lad, CEO of Mr 
Pickford’s Pharmacy Group 
in Northamptonshire 
answered some questions 
about it:

month? 

There is an increase this 
month, as we have had a 
very cold and damp spring 
and early summer, but as it 
gets warmer more pollen is 
released and more hay fever 
suffers get the symptoms. 
However, compared to pre¬ 


vious years the incidence 
over the entire season is 
about the same. 

2. Is it possible with 
the high amount of suffer¬ 
ers this year that we could 
potentially run out of rem¬ 
edies/medication? 

No we have ample sup¬ 
plies.

A PUBLIC consultation 
into free wi-fi and the open¬ 
ing of Abington Street for 
drivers has been welcomed 
by the town’s Business 
Improvement District (BID).

What does the Supreme Court 
Judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others mean to you? 


The Supreme Court delivered its 
judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others ("Prest") on 
Wednesday 12 June 2013. 

At the heart of the case was the 
question of how far the family courts 
could make orders against assets in 
company structures by using Family Law 
to achieve this, despite existing rules of 
Company Law. 

The Husband held a number of valuable 
property assets within company 
structures, which were being used as a 
way to try and defeat the Wife's financial 
claims arising from their Divorce. 

In essence the Supreme Court has 
answered this question by saying there is 
a single set of laws which apply whether 
in a Company or Family Law jurisdiction. 
Despite this the Supreme Court was 
able to distinguish this case on its facts 
to find that the Husband was entitled 
to the properties within the company 
structures and so they could be made 
the subject of financial orders in favour 
of the Wife. 

Due to very specific circumstances of 
this case, it is by no means an open 
door through which to attack company 
structures in order to bring business 
assets into a matrimonial settlement. 
However it is clear the Family Courts 
have at their disposal a very wide range 
of powers to ensure there is a fair 
sharing of assets, as part of a Divorce or 
Dissolution of a Civil Partnership.

“For us to salvage sixth place out of it 
was good as it could have been a lot 
worse,” said Gavin. “We now need to go 
onto the next few races and have some 
solid results, get back on the podium 
and in the winners’ circle. 

“We’ve had a couple of bad races where 
things haven’t run well for us but it hap¬ 
pens; it’s frustrating and difficult but 
everybody has them. In a season which 
is as competitive as this one, everyone’s 
going to have a couple of rough races 
and we’ve just had ours now.” 

Gavin and Milner drop to fourth in the 
GT drivers’ championship as a result of 
their sixth at Lime Rock. However, the 
40-year-old is looking forward to the 
next round of the series at one of his 
favourite tracks, Canadian Tire Park - 
better known as Mosport - on Sunday 
July 21.

AIDY Boothroyd has no problem with Coventry 
City using Northampton Town’s ground for 
their home matches after the Football League 
gave the green light to the proposal on Monday. 

The Sky Blues have been forced to leave the 
Ricoh Arena as the result of an ongoing rent dis¬ 
pute with the former club owners SISU and ACL, 
the company which runs the venue. 

Cobblers chairman David Cardoza and new 
City owners Otium Entertainment Group, a 
SISU-related company, have agreed a deal which 
is believed to involved a six-figure fee with the 
majority payable up front. 

It will see Coventry using the Sixfields facili¬ 
ties on matchdays for the next three season 
while a new venue closer to home is sought, and 
Boothroyd insists he has no concerns about the 
plan. 

“It’s none of mine or Northampton Town’s 
business what goes on in terms of them with the 
football, but when there comes a time we can 
benefit from it, which I believe we can, and help 
a fellow club then it is the right thing to do,” said 
the Northampton boss. 

“I don’t have any problems with it, but we cer¬ 
tainly won’t be painting anything Sky Blue in 
the dressing room or anywhere else. It’s 
Northampton Town, it’s Sixfields, it’s our home 
and we’re happy to help out a fellow club.” 

The decision to allow Coventry to play 34 miles 
outside the city has drawn widespread condem¬ 
nation from supporters’ groups, who have heav¬ 
ily criticised SISU and the Football League. 
While Cardoza says he understands those con¬ 
cerns, he is insists it was right to proceed with 
the deal. 

“We are not judge and jury over everything in 
football,” said Cardoza. “Of course Coventry 
should be playing in Coventry, but the reason 
why they cannot for this temporary period is not 
down to us. 

“Coventry City have come forward, asking to 
hire our stadium on days when it is not in use, 
helping Northampton Town’s cash flow in the 
process and have Football League approval to 
do so. 


“We are a League Two club who are battling to 
break even, so given the facts that are presented 
the decision has been made in the best interests 
of Northampton Town Football Club while also 
attempting to help Coventry City.” 

The Sky Blues originally looked set to share 
with Walsall, but that plan was aborted due to 
concerns from the Saddlers over wear and tear 
on the Bescott Stadium pitch. Yet both Boothroyd 
and Cardoza are confident this will not be a 
problem at Sixfields. 

Northampton still have priority on fixtures, so 
any clashes this season will see Coventry play¬ 
ing their “home” matches on Sundays, with 
midweek games on Wednesday nights. The 
clubs will then play alternate Saturdays in the 


following two seasons. 

Boothroyd is sympathetic to Coventry’s plight, 
having endured a difficult tenth-month spell in 
charge before leaving in May 2011. 

“I knew in my time there we had the makings 
of a really good team, but when it came down to 
injuries, suspensions and lack of form from a 
glut of players at a key time in the season, there 
was nothing there,” said Boothroyd. 

“There was no money for loan players or any¬ 
thing like that, which wherever you’ve been at 
some point in the season you have to do that. In 
the end I paid the price, but every cloud has a 
silver lining. It has meant I can come here and 
really enjoy my life again, and enjoy working 
here.” 
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
